Orders Regarding the Dead. 


The undertakers of Portsmouth to 


day received copies of the new regula- 
tions issued by the State Board of 
Realth, relative to the transportation of 
dead bodies in the state. 
The orders 


go into effect Jan. 1, 1900 and in sub- 
stance are us follows. 


Kulo 1. The transportation of bodies 


dead of small pox, Asifttic cholera, yel- 
low fever, typhoid fever" or bubonic 
plague, is absolutely forbidden. 


Rule 2. 
The bodies-of those who 


haveVlied of diphtheria (membranloiib 


cis' 
s'ate or provincial board of health o 
the state or province from which said 
shipment was made. 


Rnle 8. 
Every disinterred body, 


lead from any disease or cause, shall be 
treated as infectious or dangerous to the 
public health and shall not be accepted 
for transportation unless said removal 
has been approved by the state or prov- 
incial health authorities having jurisdic 
tion where such body is distmterred, 
and the consent of the health authorities 
of the locality to which the corpse is 
consigned has firut been obtained; and 
all such disinterred remains shall be in 
closed m a hermetically scaled (soldered) 
zinc, tin or copper lined coffin or box.

ehipnijnt by filling cavities with an ap- 
proved disinfectant, washing the e-s:- 
tr-rior of the body with the same, stop- 
ping all orifices with abaorbpnt cotton. 
and enveloping tbe entire body with a 
layer of cotton not lesa than one inch 
thick, and all wrapped in a sheet and 
bandaged, and enclosed m an air tight 
coffin or casket. 
Provided, that this 


t-Ual^ apply only to bodies which CAU 
teach their destination \\ithin forty- 
eight hours from time of death 
In all 


other cases such bodies shall bo prepared 
for transportation in conformity w»tb 
rule 2. But when the body has been 
prepared

thoroughly disinfected by a licensed 
embalmer, holding a certificate as in 
rule 2, the autigbt sealing may be dis 
pensed with. 


Rule 4. Bodies dead of diseases that 


are not contagious, infectious, or com- 
municable, may be received for trans- 
portation when encased in a sound cof 
fin or casket and enclosed in a strong 
utside woaden box. 
Provided, they 


each their destination within thirty 
ours from time of death. If the body 
annot reach its destination 
within 


hirty hours from time of death, it must 
e prepared for shipment as in rule 3. 
)ut when the body has been prepared 
or shipment by being thoroughly dis- 
nfected by a licensed embalnaer, hold- 
ng a certificate as in rule 2, the air- 
ight sealing may be dispensed with. 
Eule 5. In cases of contagions, in- 


ectious, or communicable diseases, the 
>ody must not be accompanied by per- 
sons or articles which have been ex- 
posed to the infection of the disease, 
unless certified by health officer as hav 
ng been properly disinfected. 
The 


transit permit shall specifically state 
who is authorized by the health authori- 
ties to accompany tha remains. In all 
•jases where bodies are forwarded unde? 
rnle 2, notice must ba sent by telegraph 
!b health officer at'destmation, advising 
the date and train on which the Lody 
may be expected. This notice mast be 
sent by or in the name of the health of 
ficer in the initial point, and is to enable 
the health officer at destination to take 
all necessary precautions at that point. 


Rule 6 
Every dead body most be 


accompanied by a parson m charge, who 
must be provided with a passage ticket 
and also present a full first class ticket 
inaiked "corpse" for the transportation 
of tue body, and a transit permit 
Tbe 


transit permit mnat be made in dnpli 
cate. The undertaker's oartificito shall 
be detached from the transit permit and 
pasted .on the coffin box. The physi. 
ciau's certificate and transit 
permit 


shall be banded to the passenger in 
charge of the corpse. The whole dupli 
cate copy »hall be sent to the official in 
cliargo of the baggage department ol 
initial line, and by him to the secretary 
of the state or provisional board ol 
health of the state or province from 
which aaid shipment was made.

On the 4th day of March, in the year 


IW7,1 toeing at that time in my twenty. 
Sftfa year, wrote down the following 
jrords In my notebook—the result of 
much-mental perturbation and con- 
flict: 


"The solar system, amid a counties* 


number of other systems as large as it- 
self. Tolls ever silently through space 
In tbe direction of the constellation of 
Hercules. The great spheres of which 
it is composed spin and spin through 
the eternal void ceaselessly and noise- 
lessly. Of these one of the smallest 
and most insignificant is that conglom- 
eration of solid and of liquid particles, 
which we have named the earth. It 
whirls onward now as it has done be- 
fore my birth, and will do after my 
death—a revolving mystery, coming 
none know whence, and going none 
know whither. Upon the outer crust 
of this moving mass crayvl many mites, 
of whom I, John M'Vittie, am one, help- 
less, impotent, being dragged aimlessly 
through space. Yet such is the state of 
things among us that the little energy 
and glimmering of reason which I pos- 
sess is entirely taken up with the labors 
which are necessary in order to pro- 
cure certain metallic disks, wherewith 
I may purchase the chemical elements 
necessary to build up my ever-wasting 
tissues, and keep a roof over me to 
shelter me from the inclemency of the 
weather. I thus have no thought to 
expend upon the vital questions which 
surround me on every side. Yet, mis- 
erable entity as 1 am, 1 can still at 
times feel some degree of happiness, 
and am even—save the mark!—puffed 
up occasionally with a sense of my own 
importance." 


These words, as I have said, I wrote 


down in my notebook, and they reflect- 
ed accurately the thoughts which I 
fourrd rooted far down in my soul, ever 
present and unaffected by the passing 
emotions of the hour. At last, however, 
came a time when my uncle, M'Vittie 
of Glencairn, died—the same who was 
at one time chairman of committees of 
the House of Commons. He divided 
his great wealth among his many neph- 
ews, and I found myself with sufficient 
to provide amply for my wants during 
the remainder of my life, and became 
at the same time owner of a bleak tract 
of land upon the coast of Caithness, 
which I think the old man must have 
bestowed upon me in derision, for it 
was sandy and valueless, and he had 
ever a grim sense of humor. Up to 
this time I had been an attorney in a 
midland tcwr> in England. Now I saw 
that I could put my thoughts into ef- 
fect, and, leavfng all petty and sordid 
aims, could elevate my mind by the 
study of the secrets of nature. My de- 
parture from my English home was 
somewhat accelerated by the fact that 
I had nearly slain a man in a quarrel, 
for my temper was fiery, and I was apt 
to forget my own strength when en- 
raged. There was no legal action in the 
matter, but the papers yelped at me, 
and the folk looked askance when I 
met them. It ended by my cursing them 
and their vile, smoke-polluted town, 
and hurrying to my northern posses- 
sion, where I might at last find peace 
and an opportunity for solitary study 
and contemplation. 1 borrowed from 
my capital before I went, and so was 
able to take with me a choice collection 
of the most modern philosophical in- 
strumen'ts and books, together with 
chemicals and such other things as I 
might need in my retirement.

1 dislike my fellow-mortals. Justice 


compels me to add that they appear for 
the most part to dislike me. I hate their 
little crawling ways, their convention- 
alities, their deceits, their narrow rights 
and wrongs. They take offense at my 
brusque outspokenness, my disregard 
for their social laws, my impatience of 
all constraint. Among my books and 
my drugs in my lonely den at Mansie 
I could let the great drove of the hu- 
man race pass onward with their poli- 
tics and inventions and tittle-tattle, and 
I remained behind stagnant and happy. 
Not stagnant, either, for I was work- 
ing in my own little groove, and mak- 
ing progress. I have reason to believe 
that Dalian's atomic theory is founded 
upon error, and I know that mercury is 
not an element. 


During the day I was busy with my 


distillation and analyses. Often 1 for 
got my meals, and when old Madge 
summoned me to my tea 1 found my 
dinner lying untouched upon the table. 
At night I read Bacon, Descartes, Spi- 
noza, Kant—all thosa who have pried

But when the gray waves toas 
their heads In anjer, and the wind 
screams above then, goading them on 
to madder and more tumultuous ef- 
forts, then the darkest-minded of men 
.feels that there is a melancholy prin- 
'.clple in nature which is as gloomy aa 
his own thoughts. When it was calm 
in the bay of Mangle the surface would 
be as clear and bright as a sheet of 
silver, broken only at one spot some 
little way from the shore, where a long 
black line projected out of the water 
looking like the jagged back of some 
sleeping monster. This was the top of 
the dangerous ridge of rocks known to 
the fishermen as the "ragged reef o' 
Mansie." When the wind blew from 
the east the waves would break upon 
it like thunder, and the spray would 
be tossed far over my house and up 
to the hills behind. The bay itsdlf was 
a bold and noble one, but too much 
exposed to the northern and eastern

Heavy Rains Still Continue—Little 
News From Gen. Lawton. 


Manila, Nov. 10.—The heavy rain 


continues and typhoon signals are still 
displayed. There is little news from 
Gen. Lawton owing to tbe fact that 
telegraphic communication only ex- 
tends to San Jose, and beyond that 
point communication can be had by 
courier only. H is known that one 
troop of cavalry has reached Bambaug 
and that another is at Aritao. 


Judging from the captured Filipino 


despatches and other property, Agul- 
naldo evidently intended retreating 
via Tayug and Sai« Nicolas, which the 
American cavalry now occupy. Agui- 
naldo is reported to be about twenty 
hours' march to the south of Sau 
Jacinto. He had P\ idently made prep- 
arations to retreat, in the event of ne- 
cessity, along the coast load, which 
is practically a boulevard. The hold- 
ing of botb these routes by the Ameri- 
cans, it is believed, \vill preclude tbe 
escape of the natives except m small 
detachments over the mountain trails. 


It is reported that n trail was re- 


cently opened via Pozorrubio and Ro- 
sario, but thifa icpoit cannot be veri- 
fied.

panies of the 34th Infantry, occupies 
Victoria, northeast, of Tarlac, without 
opposition. 


General MacArthur'e scouts recon- 


noitring north ol Tarlac got close 
enough to the retreating natives to 
hear a train which was bearing them 
off move out.

Would Build Her Own Tomb. 


Washington, Nov. 1C —A novel prop- 


osition of Mrs. Thomas P. Ryan, of 
New York, has been referred to the 
Commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia. Mrs. Ryan proposes to build 
for the Community of Sisters a Cath- 
olic organization in this city, a home 
for the sisters containing a chapel. 
Under the altar in the chapel, she 
wishes to have constructed a tomb 
which shall contain the bodies of her- 
self and the members of her family 
when they die. No expense will be 
spared, Mrs. Ryan says, in building 
the home and the chapel, but tbe con- 
struction of the tomb is a necessary 
condition of the offer. 


When the proposition was laid be- 


fore the District Commissioners by 
persons in Washington interested in 
the project, the matter was referred 
to the District health officer. He de- 
cided that the building of the tomb 
for the purpose of receiving dead 
bodies would be a violation of the 
laws regarding cemeteries and could 
not be allowed. 


Six Years For Killing American. 
Washington, Nov. 16.—The State 
Department has received a cable mes- 
sage from Mr. Iddings of the United 
States embassy at Rome, reporting 
that Diblasi, the murderer of Ellis, has 
been sentenced to six years in prison. 
Diblasi killed Ellis, who was a health 
officer in Boston, owing to Ellis's at- 
tempt to enforce sanitary regulations. 
He fled to Italy, and the Italian gov- 
ernment refused to surrender him on 
extradition proceedings because he 
was an Italian subject. They did 
agree, however, to try the man in 
Italy for murder, and the conviction 
has just been obtained on' evidence 
supplied by the Massachusetts authori- 
ties, making a case almost without 
precedent in international law.

GOOD NEWS MAY COME 


Condition of General White's Forces 


Not Known in London. 


Reporta That Boera Had 
Ventured 


Within 1,600 Yarda ef Britiah Lines 
Dlaeredited~-Cenaor$h.'p Being Rig- 
idly Carried Out—Nothing of Im- 
portance From Kimberlc/.

London, Nov. 1C.—Still there is no 


news about what the people are most 
anxious to know. The country is still 
in a state of uncertainty as to how 
General White's force has been faring 
since the last official despatch, that 
was dated Monday, November 6. 


There came to hand Wednesday 


evening a report from the Boer camp, 
that the Boers had ventured within 
fifteen hundred yards of the British 
position at Ladysrruth, that the can- 
nonading had ceased and a musketry 
fire began, but neither the papers nor 
the military experts place any reli- 
ance upon that, as the military expert 
of the 
Westminster Gazette says 


"such action on thq part of the Boers 
could have but one result, the Brit- 
ish artillery would be able to play 
pranks with shrapnel at the most ef- 
fective range of fire to which their 
Mauser rifles could make a reply, and 
when the shell fire was considered to 
have effectually shaken the Boers, our 
infantry would have done the rest. 
It Is considered impossible that Gen- 
eral White should permit the enemy 
to effect a lodgment within so short a 
distance from his position." 


The military correspondent of the 


Pall Mall Gazette account!} for the 
gieat lack of news by pointing out 
that the censorship must be canted 
DUt rigidly at present. Considering 
how Important it is just now that 
nothing at all should leak out about 
the movements of the troops, or.the 
contemplated movements for the re- 
lief of the Natal field forces, the peo- 
ple must bo content for a little while 
with the knowledge that the militaiy 
authorities are in communication. 


Nor is there any fret.li news from 


Mafeking or Klmberley. In regard to 
this th<> experts Bay no news must be 
taken as good news, for if anything 
serious occurred we should know soon 
enough, the War Office being prompt 
enough in publishing such casualties 
us occur.

Bayoneted the Boers. 


London, Nov 1C. — A dispatch to The 


Dally Mail from Its correspondent at 
Maf eking gives a vivid description of 
the recent fighting there. The cor- 
respondent says. 
"After the faikue 


to rush the town, Gen. Cronje had re- 
course to the tactics employed during 
the siege of Potchefstroom iu 1881, 
making an advance to the town by a 
succession of trenches in echelon. 
Such a move had been anticipated by 
us for some time, and for that reason 
there had been sent out parties to 
worry the Boers incessantly by iiight 
attacks. 


"These tactics the enemy disliked, 


but he contented himself with a daily 
shell fire, which exposed him to little 
personal risk. Then Colonel Baden- 
Powell played his trump card by send- 
ing out Fitz Clarence's party to worry 
the occupants of the trenches. 
The 


little force stole out silently in the 
darkness. No shot was fired, and the 
men, 
with fixed bayonets, creeping 


rather than walking along the veldt, 
gradually approached the chief Boer 
position, near the race course 
Then. 


as they closed In, there was a shrill 
screech. It was Pitz Clarence's whistle 
and the signal for the onslaught. 


"A ringing British cheer, which the 


listeners Tmck in camp caught up, was 
the only reply, as the party dashed 
into the trenches. There was a fear- 
ful 
struggle, 
the attacking 
forces 


catching and bayoneting the Boers un- 
der the tarpaulins, where they crouch- 
ed, crying for mercy. At least fifty 
bayonets got to vqrk, and the havoc 
they wrought was terrible. 


"For just a mt ment there was no 
systematic return fire, but then a per- 
fect hailstorm o, bullets poured in 
from the trenches (o the rear. Again 
Fitz Clarence's Viilstle sounded. It 
was 'cease fire an«l scatter homeward.' 
The British forces scattered, silently 
creeping back uijper the furious fire 
in the darkness 1 1 the appointed ren- 
dezvous, where th ? roll was called." 


It is said that over one hundred

The ceremonies consisted of 
a military parade and naval review, 
and a reception to the diplomatic 
corps and ministers by the president, 
Dr. Campos Salleiv There were balls 
and other public entertainments. 


Policeman'* Wound Was Fatal. 


TituBVllle. Pa., Nov. 16.—Chief of 


Police Daniel Mc(jrath, who was shot 
in an encounter with bandits early 
Saturday morning, killing one of the 
outlaws, is dead. He had been Chief 
of Police here foi- twelve years, and 
was well known throughout North- 
western Pennsylvania. 


Carnegie Will Give a Library. 


Tucson, Ariz., Nov. It.—Andrew 


Carnegie, In a lettwr to M. W. Pittock, 
u uewecaper writer of Arizona, offers 
the city of Tucson $26,000 to pay for a 
public library building, provided the 
city furnishes a lite and agrees to 
maintain the Institution at an annual 
cost ot $2,000. 


RooMvelt ««ye There la no 
•Mil t-or Charges. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 16.—In the mat- 


ter of th« charges made against MaJ.- 
U«n. Charlea F. Roe by Brigadier Gen- 
eral McCockry Butt, Governor Roose- 
velt baa decided to concur with the 
opinions of Adjutant Andrews and At- 
torney General Daviea that there ia 
not the slightest basis for the charge* 
that General Butt had not been treat- 
ed properly. 
..With thorn he holds that General 
Roe has acted In the matted not only 
in strict compliance with the law, but 
with entire propriety, and in the only 
way he could act consistently with the 
interests of the Guard and the state. 


Attorney General Davles holds that 


the armories were used for military 
purposes and that the Major General 
did not violate the provisions of sec- 
tion No. 143 of the military code, as 
'amended by chapter No. 240 of the 
laws of 1890 in assigning troops to 
certain armories during the Dewey 
Day celebration without the consent 
of the brigade general and the Gov- 
ernor; also without requiring them to 
give a bond of indemnity against lobs 
and Injury to the armories or to the 
property therein. 


The exceptions, none of which have 


any reference to the case under con- 
sideration, when the consent of the 
brigade commander must be obtained 
for the use of the armories in his brig- 
ade, is when they are used by Grand 
Army posts and other veteran organ- 
izations. 


Governor Roosevelt, in his memo- 


randum, says that the power of the 
Major General to take the action he 
did is so obvious under the law that it 
was almost a formality to consult the 
Attorney General, and that there was 
no room for difference of opinion as 
to what the law meant. 


May Have Been Murdered. 


Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 1C.—Deputy 


United States Marshal Farley is try- 
ing to clear up what is believed to be 
a murder mystery. Several months 
ago his two little boys found the part- 
ly decomposed oodies of a man and 
woman in the woods. By their sides 
lay a rusty knife. The urchins re- 
turned home very late that night and 
got such a warm reception that they 
forgot to mention tho-ir find. Wednes- 
day they spoke of it by accident, and 
state that they can find the place 
again. Farley will try to find the re- 
mains, in the hope that they may be 
identified and the mystery cleared up. 


A Laborer Buried Alive. 


Findlay, Ohio, Nov. 1C.—Edward H. 


Dindal was buried alive here under 
five tons of earth while working on a 
sewer. He was at the bottom of a 
nine-foot trentn when the sides caved 
in, completely (jurying him. It took 
fully half an hour's woik by his fel- 
low workmen to extricate him. When 
he was removed lie was crushed and 
bruised almost beyond recognition, 
and blood gushed from his mouth But 
he still breathed. In spite of heoric 
work by the doctors he died in a few 
minutes. He leaves a widow and one 
child. 


Walnut Better Than Stone. 


Wapakoneta, Ohio, Nov. ]C.—On the 


second grave which was ever made in 
the old Rhine Cemetery, south of this 
city, 38 years ago, an old schoolmaster 
of the name of Linder made A head- 
board out of a solid piece of black 
walnut one foot wide and four feet 
long. To-day the black walnut head- 
board is standing there as good as 
ever, while the stones that were plac- 
ed on some of the other graves about 
the same time are defaced and crumb- 
ling away. 


Was Insured For $1,000,000. 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 16.—John E. 


Hunton, a Northern man who died 
here in a hospital is said to have been 
insured for $1,000,000. The case is a 
mysterious one. He traveled all over 
the world. His death was very sud- 
den, and he had prophesied it. It is 
rumored that the insurance companie.3 
will investigate to see if the man who 
died was really Hunton. The body 
was shipped to Newark, N. J., and is 
said never to have arrived there. 


Physician Dies of His Injuries. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov 16 —Dr James 


M. Morrison, the aged physician who 
was robbed and beaten by two men at 
his home on the evening of November 
2, has died of his iniuries. The rob- 
bers got nearly $1,200 in money and 
valuables. John W. Sehnieltzing, who 
took Dr. Morrison home from a near- 
by resort on the evening of the rob- 
bery, has been arrested, but Is out on 
bail. 


Big Drop in Zinc Ore. 


Joplin, Mo., Nov. 16.—Zinc ore, 


which has been selling at $43 a ton, 
has taken another drop, declining to 
$33 a ton. The slump in price is due 
to the successful efforts of the smelt- 
ers in combining to bear the market. 


Violinist Shot to Death.

twelve miles from North Hinder light- 
ship. ThJ9 liner was enveloped in 
smoke. Putting on full steam, the 
Ceres soon reached the Patria, and, 
sending a boat, learned that Captain 
Prohllch was in urgent need of as- 
sistance. 


The boats were got out, and with 


great difficulty all the Patria's pas- 
sengers, numbering 130, were trans- 
ferred to the Ceres, which w^iit ou to 
Dover, where she arrived just before 
midnight.

ample set by the coolness of Captain 
Froiilich and the crew had a calmiug 
effect upon the passengers generally.

neither officers nor men will have 
much opportunity of Indulging in such 
luxuries as a looking-glass, a razor, a 
shaving brush and shaving soap, those 
being, I am informed, the impedimenta 
which the sterner sex stand in need 
of in order to shave their physiogno- 
mies. The military authorities strong- 
ly object to ck-an-ehaven faces as un- 
soldler-like, and the recent general 
order exacts that no officer nor private 
should presume any longer to shave 
thu upper Hp, the hair on which be- 
longs, in 
official 
parlance, to 
the 


Queen. This rule was first establish- 
ed about 40 >ears ago, biioitly after 
the Crimean Wai, and several officer** 
who declined to obey the regulation, 
on the ground that their wives would 
not permit them to weai a mustache, 
were given the alternative of letting it 
giow or of leaving the army. 


In the navy a different rule prevails 


There an officer Is not permitted to 
wear a mustache, save in conjunction 
with a bearded chin 
Unless a full 


beard, oloselv cropped, however, is 
worn, mustaches are forbidden, and 
mere ^ide-whiskers or a clean-shaven 
face are de ilgeuer 
I believe that the 


same rule prevails among the common 
sailors of the royal navy 
The Prince 


of Wales is, so far us I know, the only 
officer in the army who wears a full 
beard, and General Sir Evelyn Wood, 
who wore a beard when out in Egypt, 
as well as other Generals on foreign 
service, who indulged iu similar hir- 
sute adornments, proceeded to shave 
their chins aa soon as ever they re- 
turned home. 


The English Government is not the 


only one that attaches importance to 
this question of beards and mustaches. 
It wab but the other day that Emperor 
William, finding that a number of 
naval officers were aping him by wear- 
ing nothing but mustaches, fiercely 
twisted upward, cavalry fashion, is- 
sued a circular forbidding mustaches 
to be worn in the navy, except in con- 
Junction with a beard, and expressing 
a prefeienee loi mere side whiskers 
or clean-shaven laces, pointing out 
that cavahy mustaches were unsuit- 
able and out oi' place in the caso of 
seamen. 


It may not be generally known IJiat 


beards are likewise forbidden to the 
secular clergy of the Roman Catholic 
Church, an exception being, howe .'er, 
made in favor uf those who are en- 
gaged In missionary labors in coun- 
tries such as China, Africa, &c. The 
only Cardinal whom I can remember 
as bearded was Mgr. Lavigerie, Arch- 
bishop and Metropolitan of Northern 
Africa, while the late Cardinal Mertel 
wore side whiskers. He was, how- 
ever, not a priest, but merely a tem- 
poral member of the Sacred College, 
to which he had been promoted by 
reason of his services to the papacy aa 
a lawyer. Bishops or prelates of 
European sees, who wish to wear a 
beard, are obliged to obtain periais 
sion to do so from the Vatican.—St, 
Louis Globe Democrat.

All the Indians 
are on the reservation and everything 
is qujet.

Ac- 
cording to the information she has re- 
ceived, Dr. Dexter is alive in the home 
of a friend in Asheville, N. C. 


Train Cplliaion Costa Twenty Lives. 
Amsterdam, Nov. 16.—A London 


express from Flushing ran into an- 
other train near Capelle during a fog 
Wednesday. Five persons were killed 
outright and twenty-nine were injured, 
of whom fifteen cannot recover. A 
hospital corps was sent to the scene 
of the disaster from Rotterdam.
